Four Bills In Ohio Assembly Seek 
to Relieve Those Out ot Work,

unemployed problem lu Ohio, and to 
seek, not alone a remedy for the pres- 
cat epidemic, but a, preventive of fu- 
ture ones. 


Four measures for this purpose are 


before the assembly—|he resolution 
of Representative Bohiu, Cuyahoga 
county, for legislative investigation of 
unemployment and industrial condi- 
tions, with a -view to providing state 
insu:ancer 
with 
unemployment; 


Bohm'B bill providing stricter state 
supervision of private employment 
agencies, with a penalty of twenty 
years' imprisonment lor violations ot 
certain sections; Bohm's resolution 
for three additional state free employ- 
ment agencies, and Whitacie's bill ap- 
piopriating $3,000 for establishment 
or these additional agencies. 


Bohm's resolution for legislative in- 


vestigation empowers probers to cov- 
er every phase of the industrial situa- 
tion; to confer with state and federal 
Industrial commissions; lo study laws 
of other states and nations providing; 
unemployment insmance by waich 
r.'on out ot work are paid from a state 
fund.

MORGAN'S TESTIMONY. 


Says H« H«s No Solution to Offer For 


industrial Unrest. 


New York, Feb. 2.—J. P. Morgan 


told the United States commission on 
industrial lelaUons tiat lie had no 
opinions lo ofter on a threat many of 
the subjects •with which the present 
inquiry into the inures of social ami 
industrial unicst Is dealing and that 
it was for others to saj \\hat shall be

committee. E. W. Bryson of Colum- 
bus, was amoug the proponents of the 
initiated measure. 


Opposition to the measure was 


unique in that union labor represen- 
tatives and officials of tne Ohio Man- 
ufacturers' association joined hands 
in favor of continuation ot the present 
v orkmen's compensation system Sec- 
retary Malcolm Jennings and Genera1 
Counsel D. J. Ryan of the manufac- 
turers urged that the system be given 
a thorough try-out before change.

Under the system of taxation established in the city by 
Tax Commissioner J. J. Pastoriza, it lias thriven more than any oth- 
er city in Texas. 


Under the Houston system personal proper!3* is not assessed at 


all, buildings and other improvements are only assessed at 25 per 
cent, of their value and land Aralues aro assessed at their fair value. 
The city has consequently had a building boom, house rents have 
decreased, bank deposits increased and business has flourished. But 
it has so increased the taxes of vacant lot owners that some of them 
have threatened court action. They do not aim 1o enforce taxation 
"6'f all property, but to tax. improvements as high ns land values. 


Now, however, they have received, warning from H. F. Ring, 


cue of Texas' most prominent luwyers. He tells these speculators 
that, should they go into courl, he will make use of his right to in- 
tervene and will ask not merely equal taxation oi land and improve- 
ments, but oC bank deposits, mortgages and all other property, lie 
says further:

Streets Crowded and Schools 


Reopen After Months. 


Paris.—rai'is is filling up ngnin and 


appears to be getting back some small 
signs of being her old self. Her streets 
nre fuller, shops :tn? reopening here 
nnd there, the cafe terraces arc less <Je 
horteci, nnd the arrivals of Avhole fami- 
lies from the provinces plow in num 
ber daily. It is estimated that from n 
quarter to half n million people have 
returned Avithin the last fortnighL 


Rttisons for the return are not far to 


seek. In the first plnce, the fear of be 
ing shut up in a beleaguered city is so 
greatly diminished as hardly to count 
in the talculations of those who fled 
when those "terrible Germans" were 
practically under our walls Winter is 
coming on. and life in a metropolis in 
winter, especially when one is in one's 
own familiar home, is preferable to th- 
discomforts and rigors of an unknown 
countryside or provincia 1 town. Schools 
have reopened, and parents naturally 
wish to be with their boys and girls at 
this important period. 


Bombs from the enemy's Tanbes are 


still ugly possibilities, to be sure, but 
reflection has tefl people lo see that tbe 
chance of their being the individuals 
victimized is so small in a city of 
nearly 2.000.000 inhabitants as to be 
negligible. 


Consequently, though half or more of 


the shops are shut and nearly all the 
hotels nre shut, thongb there are no 
motorbuses. the city is beginning to 
look normal again, the sidewalks are 
crowded save at the sacred hour of de- 
jeuner, and A\hile the cafes are open, 
which is until 8 p m.. they are nearly 
as thronged as in the antebellum days
